Mediumship, or the development 


of powers for spiritual communica- 


tion, consists of two distinct classes 
‘termed, mental mediumship and 
physical mediumship. The prin- 
cipal mental phases are those of 
clairvoyance, a power of clear see- 
ing, by which the presence of spirit 
friends is made known, and by 
which descriptions may be given of 
such friends. Then comes clair- 
audience, or clear hearing, a power 
which enables the possessor to 
catch sounds of names and mes- 
sages from the unseen visitors. 
But these powers in different per- 
sons assume different forms’ and 


can only be explained by those 


possessing them, and sometimes it 
is a matter of extreme difficulty for 
mediums themselves to make them- 
selves or their phase of medium-
